1f it be
the object of the RuYuhIh:sn party to win an
election, then the Republican party might
with advantage change its principles to suit
each caprice ol the popular mind; buat if pa-
triotic men choose Lo organize themselves into
s party at all, then their party ought always
to have a purpose worthy of their heads and
hearts.

If the Republican party is not to stand for
the negro's rights, then it has no better mis-
pion than the Dewmooratic. Every national
question, save the questionof the negro, might
be just as safely trusted to the Democratic
party as to the Republican. If, therefore, the
wepublican party throw overboard the negrop,
we shall straightway move to throw overboard
the Republican party.

We vbserve, with mingled pain and indig-
nalion, that many conservative Republican
journals, in wvarious Northern Btates, arve
puttivg forth tentative artioles with a view to
the finming of a Presidential issne in which
the negro shull have no plage, Buot the glory
of the Republican party will end in shawe, if
puch conusels be followed. This nation has
no Indizpeneable need of the politioal sucesss
of either of its great political parties; but it
has av nobing need of an unfaltering devotion
to principle by that party which pre-emi-
nently profegses to be devoted to principla!
If Republivan lendere are preparing, in view of
Bext punmer, to purchase a party triumph at
the price of a mural principle, we hope their
banoers will fall befors they can be lifed, and
that the battle will be lost before il can be
fought.

But the noble men in Ohio who shaped the
Republivan issucs of that State with a fall ex-
pevtation that devotion to impartial justice
would cost a diminntion of the party vote ;
the equally courageons men in New York who
did mot fear, at Syracuse, to demand for the
mégro all that white men demand for them-
selves ; the gallant radicals of Maryland, with
Judge Bond at their head, who have just won
for their cause more honor by defeat than
their opponents could win by & handred victo-
ries j—these Republican leaders are not liksly
to head the Republioan party in a backward,
but only in a forward, march.

The Democratio leaders, elated with their
unexpected viclories, carry in their cheeks a
rogy lhope of winning the next Presidential
coutest. But they do not lhope to win by
electing # Democratic candidate. The most
gagacicus men among them entertain no such
papguine expectation. The unumost of their
dream is to loree the Republican party to elect
& conrervative instead ol a radical President.
Judging by the career of Andrew Johnson,
tliege leaders jusily say that a conservalive
Republican, after a judicious procass of cor
ruption, will become as complotely their in-
ptrument as if they were to elect, at the begin-
ning, a Democratic nominee. Aund all thoge con-
servative Republicans who helped the Demo-
orais carry the recent elections are getting rendy
to help the same Dumoorats carry the Presi-
dentiul election, with aconservative Republican
for a eandidate. By snoh Republicana General
Graut is claimed to be snch a candidate, This
is a mistake; Genernl Graut I8 not what they
wounld call 4 concervative, On the coutrary,
be g as much of a radical as a majority of so-
“oalled radicals, But he i8 8 man who does not
vepresent  either oonservative or radival
opivions; he does not represent any opinions
at all; he would rather lead an anoy than an
adninistration; and be oa'es more for a clgar
than for an idea. If General (irant were
eleoted to the Presidency—a position to which,
for his own sake, we hops he does not aspire—

wobody could tell in advance whether his ad- |

ministration wonld be radical or conservative;
may, that practiced soldier, but unpracticed
eivillan, could not even tell himself,

Row the Republican party, before it shall
mext go fo the people, must supply for itaslf
fwo great needs; first, the need of a banner
bearlng the legend, “Iqual Itights for All;”
and, gecond, the need of a standard-bearer
whoee whole life has been a pledge of devo-
tion to this principle.

Out of every L{:rue Republivcans whom one
mow meets, two are obieily anxious for the sno-
cesk of m-‘giro sulfrage, and the third for the
suocess of Geperal Grant.  On farther inquiry,
this third Republican will most likely be
found to have either refrained from veting at
all in the late elections, or to have voted with
the Demoorats, It is needless to say that the
fature issues of the Republican party ought
not to depend for their shaps on this listless
fraction of its members.

Three-quarters of a year remain for the pre-
paration of & Presidential iasue and the nomi-
Dation of & Presidential candidate. Wa trast
that evory Republican who loves prinolples
better than men will meanwhile resolutely
eppote any scheme for surrendering impartial
justice to partisan suocess. The trae rale in
American polities ought to be—first, have a

rinciple worth fighting for, and then fight for
t to the end. The ovly party in this country
that csn afford & temporary defeat is the party
of justioe; for, having God on its side, it is sure
of the final victory.

of Uravelling preaschers, 7980, an lucrease
over last yenr of 413 ;5 Jocal preachers,
8idb, an iucrense of 333 ; members,

1,144,708, an incresse of 112,570, t'he numoer of
ehurches (houses of worship) is 11,138, being
an iuoreate for the year of 676; number of par-
songspcs, 8870, an incrense ol 356. The total
value of thege church ediices and parsonages is
§$41,012,479, bemg an lucrease for the year of
$6,007,617. The lucrease in parsonage property
alope 15 neurly & million of dollars, Ot the
cenivnary returve, futl reports have uor yet
bevn made, some of them beipg retalned by the
Ir el commwittees for revision and completion,
but up to the d4ib inetaut, thirty-seven con-
ferences had reported o total of $6,141,027, The
returtig from ithe remmning con'ereuces will
swell thig amount to over seven miillions of dol-
larg, While there has been a talling off 1 the
urounts rulécd jor missions, the total bene
volent contributione, exclusive of those lor the
centenary cause, are in excess of those of any
previous sear, The reports from the Booday
